GAME REVIEW 



BLACK SPY 



Black Spy by Aval on Hill i s an excellent card game for 3 to 6 
players. Erased on the czsrci game Hearts, Black Spy uses a special 
card deck of 5 suits, each suit running from 1 to 11. Flay 
follows the rules of Hearts with each player playing a card of 
the suit led if he is able, and has a special suit (Black) which 
counts points against the player who takes; them in tricks. The 
twist comes in E<lac:k Spy : 's definition of following suit — 
playing either the color led OR the number led. Where Hearts has 
a single Queen of Spades worth 13 points against the taking 
player, Black Spy has 6 of the 7 of Black, each counting 10 
against. As in Hearts, a player in Black Spy can "shoot, the 
moon" by trying to take all of the point cards, but the 
following suit definition makes this a much riskier- 
more difficult proposition than doing it in Hearts.
